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Cabbies in 
row over 
delays to 
car checks 

DISGRUNTLED taxi driv¬ 
ers will meet council bosses 
to discuss concerns amid a 
row over vehicle tests. 

Cabbies have complained 
about delays when vehicles 
are taken in for tests at 
Dudley Council’s garage. 

They claim the Lister 
Road depot does not have 
the capacity to handle the 
roadworthiness checks for 
the borough’s hundreds of 
licensed vehicles. 

Drivers say their cars can 
be off the road for days while 
they wait to be tested 
causing them to lose money. 

Council transport boss 
Khurshid Ahmed said he 
would listen to them. 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of 
Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association, said: “I’ve 
heard of four drivers - one 
from Brierley Hill, two from 
Stourbridge and one from 
Halesowen - who have been 
off the road for three or four 
days waiting for re-tests 
because Lister Road 
couldn’t fit them in.” 

Nasar Hussain, manager 
of Stourbridge-based Falcon 
Taxis, said two small faults 
failed one driver’s car on a 
Wednesday at 7.30am. 

“He got it fixed by 12pm 
that day but Lister Road de¬ 
pot could not fit in a re-test 
until Monday afternoon, so 
the driver is losing five days 
of fares” he said. 

Councillor Ahmed said: 
“We are aware of the con¬ 
cerns raised by the taxi 
drivers and will be dis¬ 
cussing the issues with them 
as soon as possible.” 

Snow leopard 
cub dies at zoo 

THE newly-born snow 
leopard cub at Dudley Zoo 
has died at just 11 weeks old. 

Nidara, was the offspring 
of mother, four-year-old 
Nanga, and father, three- 
year-old Margaash. It was 
the first leopard to be born 
at the attraction in 12 years. 

Zoo spokesman Jill Hitch- 
man said: “The 11-week-old 
cub died in the presence of 
zoo staff and the zoo vet. 
“There had been no previous 
indication there was any¬ 
thing wrong with the young¬ 
ster and we are currently 
awaiting the vet’s report. 


More power sought to help with hospital recovery 


AN ELECTED board governor at the under¬ 
fire Russells Hall Hospital has called for 
more power as the hospital bids to bounce 
back from a critical Government report. 

Dudley councillor and hospital governor 
Steve Waltho admits he is ‘deeply concern¬ 
ed’ by some of the failings uncovered in the 
report, but says he is backing chief executive 
Paula Clark to lead the hospital trust 
forward. 

NHS medical director Professor Sir Bruce 
Keogh raised concerns over staffing levels, 
communication, complaints handling and 
safety checking at the hospital - but spared 
it being placed in special measures, unlike 


11 other hospitals. Councillor Waltho said: 
“We were very concerned the hospital was 
one of the 14 to be investigated for death 
mortality rates - but then pleased it has not 
been placed in special measures. 

“However, there are areas of concern 
which need improving and we, the board of 
governors, will be playing a part scrutinis¬ 
ing the work of the board of directors to 
ensure the improvements are made.” 

He added: “We have the power to hold the 
board to account, but this is limited - I per¬ 
sonally, would like to see more power for the 
governors. But it is a balancing act as too 
much power results in responsibility and at 


the end of the day we are only volunteers, 
not medical experts.” 

Miss Clark was forced to defend herself in 
the face of calls by former elected board gov¬ 
ernors Bill Etheridge and Major Robbins for 
her to step down following the report. 

Opinion 

Mr Etheridge, who resigned from the 
board earlier this year in a protest on 
parking charges, said: “When it’s not 
working, let’s be honest with each other, it’s 
time to change things.” 

But Miss Clark, who welcomed the report, 
said: “No, I’m not stepping down. Bill is 


entitled to his opinion but I’m very heart¬ 
ened by the fact that the regulator Monitor 
say they are happy with the leadership of the 
hospital, confident that this is the right 
leadership to take the hospital forward. I’m 
here to carry on the improvement journey 
we have already started and I believe we 
have the right people here to do the job for 
the people of Dudley.” 

Ms Clark said the management system 
would be looked at. She said: “We will take 
our time to look at the review report in full 
and we will discuss that with the gover¬ 
nors.”

A FISH and chip shop 
Netherton has been ordered 
to pay £5,500 due to poor 
standards of hygiene. 

Darby End Flames, now 
known as Darby End Fish 
Bar, in Northfield Road, was 
rated zero out of five for its 
hygiene during an inspec¬ 
tion by environmental 
health officers. 

Sharon and Sukh Ltd, the

offences, including a failure 
to tackle food safety 
hazards, not keeping the 
premises and equipment 
clean and in good repair, 
having inadequate hand¬ 
washing facilities and failing 
to make sure food handlers 
were properly trained. 

Dudley magistrates fined 
the firm £4,500 with £1,000 
costs. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for the environ¬ 
ment, said the offences were 
discovered during an inspec¬ 
tion in June 2012. 

She added that Darby End 
Fish Bar had since improved 
to a ‘broadly compliant’ 
hygiene rating of three out 
of five. 

She added: “This prosecu¬ 
tion sends out a clear 
message that we’re tough on 
food hygiene.”

Brave father loses 15-year leukaemia fight

Mark Rutter - died aged 39 


A BRAVE father who had battled against 
leukaemia for 15 years - beating it twice - has 
died just 10 days after celebrating his 40th birth¬ 
day. 

Sporty Mark Rutter, who played football and 
cricket and enjoyed taking his two young sons to 
Aston Villa matches, was described by his griev¬ 
ing father, Graham, as ! my best friend’. 

Mark, from Kingswinford, discovered he had 
leukaemia only when he broke his ribs while 
playing football for Enville Athletic and a blood 
test showed he had the illness in 1998. 

He responded to treatment and, after making a 
full recovery, married his wife Kate, described as 


‘the love of his life’, in 1999. But, three years later, 
leukaemia struck again - and once more he recov¬ 
ered after a course of intense chemotherapy. 

The treatment left him with heart problems 
but he kept living life to the full, taking his sons 
Harvey, aged 12, and eight-year-old Niall to Aston 
Villa matches. 

He played cricket for Clent, near Stourbridge, 
and coached Harvey at Swindon Cricket Club, 
helping the youngster to become good enough to 
play for Worcestershire’s Under 12 team. 

Mark, of Broad Street, Kingswinford, also 
raised money for the Georgina Cancer Unit at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital, where he was 


treated, and was chairman of the Kingswinford 
Lions Villa supporters’ group. 

But the family was dealt a crushing blow when 
he was told in March that his leukaemia had 
returned for the third time. 

Once more he put up a fight - but he died on 
July 9 in Russells Hall Hospital. 

Graham Rutter, aged 60, of Cherry Grove, 
Norton, Stourbridge, said: “He was not just my 
son - he was my best friend.” 

His funeral was on Monday at St Mary’s 
Church, Oldswinford, Stourbridge. He requested 
that all Villa fans wear their club ties or any 
sports club tie.

INCREASED workloads combined with fewer 
GPs in Dudley borough could eventually push 
them to the limit and threaten patient care, a 
senior doctor has warned. 

Dr Jas Rathore is calling for more investment in GP serv¬ 
ices across the borough. The doctor, who has run a practice 
in Dudley for 20 years, fears the expected retirement of a 
fifth of GPs in the borough in the next 10 years, along with 
an increased workload as health bosses attempt to shift 
patients from hospitals to surgeries, could cause problems 
in the future. _ .

Dr Rathore, who is also M Py Alex MOSS 


clinical executive for the 
Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), has 
called on NHS England to 
plough more investment 
into recruiting new GPs and 
updating ageing practices. 

“There is no danger or 
risk to the patient at this 
present moment, my 
concern is in the coming 
years if there is no change 
and we have a downward 
trend on the numbers of 
doctors and not the invest¬ 
ment,” he said. 

“I fear it could head us to 
a stage where the working 
levels of GPs are unsafe, 
where they are seeing too 
many patients in the day and 
they are functioning with 
stress, which would impact 
their work. ” 

In a report to Dudley 
Council’s health scrutiny 
committee meeting, Dr 
Rathore said there were 40 
GPs in the Dudley borough, 
with almost 200 doctors. 

However, 27 per cent of 
those are aged above 54 and 
10 per cent above 64. 

Dr Rathore believes 20 per 


cent of the doctors will retire 
within the next 10 years. 

He is already feeling an 
increase in patient demand 
at his surgery, which cur¬ 
rently has four doctors, from 
just five years ago. 

“Doctors work an average 
two-and-a-half hours surg¬ 
ery in the morning, followed 
by three home visits and 
three hours surgery in the 
afternoon,” he said. “I’m 
concerned doctors will be 
asked to squeeze more hours 
in the day than possible.” 

As part of the report, Dr 
Rathore is calling for greater 
funding from NHS England. 

He is also proposing func¬ 
tions, such as payroll, be 
linked between smaller 
practices to help them cope. 

CCG spokeswoman Laura 
Broster said its member GPs 
were a priority. 

“The CCG does not com¬ 
mission primary care serv¬ 
ices but the focus of the 
strategy is on developing 
local primary care and sup¬ 
porting practices to provide 
high quality services for 
patients,” she said.

A FAMILY gravestone that has stood 
tall in a Dudley churchyard for nearly 
130 years has been vandalised, anger¬ 
ing parishioners. 

The preservation group at the 
disused St John’s Church, Kates Hill, 
is now appealing for volunteers to 
patrol the graveyard in pairs. 

“We are absolutely furious and hor¬ 
rified,” said Deb Brownlee, chairman 
of St John’s Church Preservation 
Group. 

“To think that this substantial 


stone, marking the grave of three 
members of the same family, has stood 
there for 129 years, and now someone 
has just knocked it over and smashed it 
up, it’s very sad.” 

The stone, near the lychgate, bore 
the names of Sarah Cautherington, 
who died on July 10, 1884, in her 67th 
year, her husband James, who followed 
her to the grave, aged 77,12 years later, 
and their daughter Mary Ann Cauther¬ 
ington, who was 59 when she passed 
away in 1899. Church officials are 


appealing for descendants of the Cau- 
theringtons to contact them. 

The desecration was discovered by 
Tony Timmins, a 65-year-old commit¬ 
tee member of the group, as he walked 
his dog. “I was very distressed by it,” he 
said.

Council staff warned 
over £5.5m cards bill 


THE leader of Dudley Council written to 
employees about purchases on credit cards 
after an investigation found they spent £5.5 
million within 12 months on plastic. 

Among the things bought by council staff were flights to 
attend award shows in Edinburgh and fast food from KFC. 

Councillor David Sparks H by Andrew Turton 
said he was surprised by the *- 


figures and demanded the 
circumstances were double 
checked. But he reiterated 
the use of the cards were 
made during the course of 
the ‘normal business of the 
council’. 

The council paid more 
than £417 flying three of its 
staff to Edinburgh for an 
awards ceremony. 

The return flights to the 
Edge Innovation Awards 
were considered the most 
economic way because at the 
time the return train fares 
were around £200 per 
person. 

It has also funded 147 
transactions at KFC or 
McDonald’s, which council 
bosses say may have been for 
children. 

Councillor Sparks said the 
food bought for children 
would be reconsidered after 
the authority launched a 
five-year plan to tackle 
obesity in the borough. 

Figures show 21 per cent 
of people are obese in 
Dudley. The authority was 
the biggest spender out of 


the region’s councils, with 
£5.5m from 2011 to 2012 
paid on 862 corporate pur¬ 
chase cards distributed 
throughout its workforce. 

Staff made 50,407 trans¬ 
actions in 12 months, 
including meals in top 
restaurants and nights in 
hotels around the country. 

Councillor Sparks said: “I 
have written to all members 
of the council. I want to 
point out that we do not 
have corporate credit cards. 

“There are some refer¬ 
ences in there to expendi¬ 
ture that does not look right 
as far as I’m conserned and 
I’ve asked for that to be 
double checked. The cards 
are used for the normal busi¬ 
ness of the council.” 

He said he will also query 
why £321.15 was paid at the 
upmarket Tree Hotel in 
High Wycombe, as he says 
he ‘stays in a Travelodge’ 
when on business. 

Payments including £885 
at Halesowen Golf Club and 
£102 at Himley House will 
be reviewed, he added.

Helping glory return 
to Georgian church 


Specialists were called in 
to fight the ravages of frost 
and wood rot, as NAOMI 
DUNNING found out 

A £200,000 restoration project 
on an historic church has now 
been completed. 

This first phase of the restoration work 
on Grade II-listed Cradley Heath Baptist 
Church saw specialist builders and stone¬ 
masons undertake the delicate project to 
restore the historic building. 

The 180-year-old church in Corng- 
reaves Road was awarded a £97,000 grant 
from English Heritage to carry out the 
vital works. 

Church bosses then worked hard to 
secure the rest of the funding through 
grants and fundraising projects to get the 
work done. 

This first phase saw extensive work on 
the roof particularly on the west eleva¬ 
tion and tower in a bid to make it water 
tight and secure. 

Specialists 

They also undertook extensive re¬ 
pointing and the original embedded iron 
reinforcements have been replaced with 
stainless steel supports. 

The terracotta detailing on the build¬ 
ing was also badly frost-damaged, and 
bosses at the church recruited specialists 
from Blackburn to restore and replace 
the damaged detailing. 

The specialists recreated exact replicas 
of two large terracotta urns which are 
placed on a prominent site at the church. 

Internally the floor on the south side 
had extensive wood rot, which had to be 
replaced. 

Project manager Gordon Roberts says:

building is water tight. I started 
working on this in 2009, so it is fantastic 
to see this stage completed. I think the 
workman have done a brilliant job, and 
all the work and detailing is as true to 
the original as much as possible.” 

Selected 

Church bosses applied to English 
Heritage for the grant in 2011 and ini¬ 
tially received £15,000 to start the 
development work. Specialist teams of 


“We had to replace 20 square metres 
worth of flooring. The workman actu¬ 
ally had to prop up the organ which 
weighs around two tonnes and work 
underneath. 

“The floor damage was worse than 
expected so it cost us a bit more to get 
done.” 

The workmen also replaced the roof 
truss on the north side of the building. 

Mr Roberts says: “All the high level 
repairs have now been completed so the 


architects and designers assessed the 
building, and worked out the best way to 
restore it so it will last for generations to 
come. 

Heritage bosses said the Georgian 
church was selected because of its out¬ 
standing historical significance. 

This is just the first phase of the work 
and Mr Roberts is now looking to 
fundraise for the second phase which will 
see the inside of the church restored and 
redecorated.

Final £2.6m won for market

Firm lifted by precision 
project for £l.5m crane 


A KINGSWINFORD engineer¬ 
ing firm celebrated a major 
milestone after completing 
work on a £1.5 million project 
to build a steel structure for a 
nuclear crane. 

TM Engineers, Oak Lane, took two 
years to build the crane which will be 
used to remove dangerous nuclear fuel 
rods from Royal Navy submarines. 

The 40ft crane weighs almost 60 
tonnes and features five sections, 
including a fixed bridge beam sup¬ 
ported by two sets of legs. 

Workers clocked up more than 8,000 
hours of welding on the structure. 

The quality requirements were so 
high that each weld had to be inspected 
by engineers from MoD contractors 
Babcock International Group. 

John Perch, of Brier ley Hill, who has 
worked for the firm as a welder for the 
past five years, said: “The level of skill 
required for this job was very high. 

Significant 

“As welders we were tested to our 
limits because even a gap the size of a 
pin hole would be classed as a defect 
and the piece would have to be 
scrapped.” 

Managing director Robert Holland 
said: “This was a significant job for the 
company, involving around 50 staff - 
everyone from the office to the shop 
floor. 

“The specifications we were given 
were very precise, and the crane will be 
inspected every five years to make sure 
there is no deterioration in quality or 
capability. “It is a unique structure, 
and as a firm we are very proud to have 
been involved in the project.” 

The decommissioning process can 
take up to 12 months and is necessary 
because the MoD is replacing 12 of the 
navy’s current submarine fleet. 

Mr Holland added: “Without the 
skill and dedication of our workforce

It was great to be able to 
welcome such wonderful, 
determined young people to 
Parliament. 

I joined Eric Pickles, Sec¬ 
retary of State for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, to proudly hoist the 
Black Country flag above 
Whitehall. I’d like to see 
more of them flying locally 
in the Black Country. 

In the Commons I 
expressed my concern that 
compensation payments 
awarded to victims of poor 
care or their families at the 
14 Trusts, including Dudley 
Group, reviewed by Profes¬ 
sor Sir Bruce Keogh for 
having excess mortality 
rates were accounted for 
centrally by the NHS rather 
than locally meaning that 
there weren’t any financial 
consequences for unaccept¬ 
ably poor quality of care and 
weak leadership. Thank¬ 
fully this changed soon after 
the last election. 

Honesty 

It must be hard for the 
Health Secretary to admit 
that things went wrong in 
the past but Jeremy Hunt is 
determined to see poor care 
rooted out. 

Transparency is disinfec¬ 
tant. Only with complete 
transparency and honesty 
about problems, followed by 
decisiveness in sorting them 
out, can we restore trust in 
our NHS in Dudley and 
across the country 


I was pleased to open the 
new Post Office at the Sains- 
bury’s end of the Merry Hill 
Centre and wish Nick Singh 
and his team all the best for 
the future. The longer 
opening hours for Post 
Office services — made pos¬ 
sible by being part of a 
Londis store — will be a real 
help to shoppers and local 
small businesses. 

I went to Redbrick Court 
Care Home, Wordsley, to 
visit residents and their 
families. The home recently 
transitioned from the 
Southern Cross to HC-One 
Limited without any disrup¬ 
tion to residents. 

In a major sign of how this 
government is rewarding 
work the benefits cap has 
now come into effect. Bene¬ 
fits have been capped so that 


no-one can claim more than 
the average family earns. 
Under Labour benefits were 
limitless, not capped. Under

Care group investment call as HQ auctioned 


THE former Brierley Hill Labour Club, 
which has been transformed into a carers 
charity headquarters, is being auction today. 

The building, which is now home to 
Insight for Carers, has an asking price of 
£170,000. 

Charity bosses said the potential sale is 
not disrupting their work and maintain the 
centre will stay open. 

Insight For Carers was established in 
January 2009 by Marc Carter, who is a carer 
himself and struggled to find the appropriate 
support he needed. 

They have converted the former club 
building thanks to donations from business 
and support from volunteers creating a 
thriving centre. 

The Pearson Street building is let to the 


charity until 2019 at an annual rent of 
£24,000. Mr Carter said he would welcome 
new investors to buy the site and work with 
the charity to further boost its work. 

“The building has gone up for sale but the 
charity will not be affected as we have our 
lease agreement,” he said. 

“We would welcome a new landlord to buy 
the building and invest in it and work with 
us” 

Welcome 

Insight supports adult and young carers in 
Dudley borough through social gatherings, 
information workshops and practical advice 
on benefits. 

The centre recently held a range of activi¬ 
ties during National Carers Week. The venue 


also runs its own cafe called the Secret Coffee 
Club from the premises. 

Volunteers recently took over The 
Phoenix Castle Mobile Toy Library which 
was due to close down imminently, two years 
after losing £23,000 of vital funding from 
Dudley Council. 

But volunteers stepped in to run the 
service which loans out hundreds of games 
and toys to children with disabilities and 
special needs in Dudley borough each year. 

Volunteers take toys out to families’ 
homes in their own van, lending out the 
items for as long as they are needed. 

The initiative has operated in part for 
around 40 years and is believed to be the 
oldest of its kind in the country.

Borough bucks trend 
as jobless figure falls 


JOB queues are getting 
shorter in Dudley borough, 
new figures have revealed. 

The number of people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allow¬ 
ance in the borough fell by 
312 to 9,657 last month. 

The drop could be partly 
due to the jobs boom in 
neighbouring Sandwell, 
where the £200 million New 
Square shopping develop¬ 
ment has seen hundreds of 
people recruited for new 
stores including a Tesco 
Extra. 

In neighbouring Kidder¬ 


minster and Wyre Forest the 
claimant count was down by 
112 to 2,138, while in South 
Staffordshire it fell by 58 to 
1,555. The drop came 
despite a rise in overall 
unemployment in the West 
Midlands, which rose by 
15,000 to 268,000. 

Nationwide unemploy¬ 
ment fell 57,000 to 2.51 
million in the three months 
to May, the Office for 
National Statisics said. The 
national total for people 
claiming claiming the allow¬ 
ance fell 21,200 to 1.48m.

I specifically took the opportu¬ 
nity to showcase a few classic 
images of Walsall town which have 
not survived as original photo¬ 
graphic images but can still be 
found in old books. 

The photographs I reproduced 
for that Memory Lane were from 
that wonderful Victorian book The 
Walsall Album. I also mentioned 
the local Town Guides or Official 
Handbooks, variations on which 
were a particularly popular means 
of promoting towns and boroughs 
across the country during the first 
half of the 20th century. 

They were a fine showcase for 
local civic pride, facilities and busi¬ 
nesses. 

The town council used these 
books as an opportunity to stress 
the advantages of Walsall as a place 
for people to live, sell, buy, do busi¬ 
ness and set up factories, etc.

Clearly this was very important 
then, as now, to provide employ¬ 
ment for local people and increase 
the prosperity of residents, busi¬ 
nesses and the corporation. 

They also commissioned local 
professional photographers to 
provide pictures for these books, 
generating business for them too. 

In the 1920s and 1930s, there 
were two series of such books, pub¬ 
lished annually, which are of partic¬ 
ularly interest to anyone wanting 
to find out how local people lived, 
worked and were governed. These 
are the Walsall Official Handbooks 
of the early 1920s and 1930s and 
the even more business-focused 
Walsall’s Industrial Advantages 
books of the mid to late 1930s. 

Walsall Local History Centre has 
a few of both, passed down from the 
reference section of the old Walsall 
Free Library, now known as the 
Walsall Central Library. 


Some of these are as fascinating 
for their colourful and stylish Art 
Deco influenced cover artwork as 
they are for their photographs, 
adverts and informational content. 
Two covers as well as some town 
centre photographs are reproduced 
here for your interest.

Nick's reliable hands 




N ick Knowles has found a cosy 
little place for himself among 
the Beeb’s most desirable 
programmes. Well, he’s got the 
women falling at his feet and he’s 
pretty nifty with a power tool - the 
man’s got a lot going for him. 

And while many of the female 
population will be down-heartened 
to learn Nick’s recently got married, 
all things considered, this man is 
genius telly. 

Tonight, he returns to our screens 
in Break the Safe, demanding our 
prime-time attention once again 
(and he’ll get it), in another game 
show effort for the National Lottery. 

He’s no stranger to this edge-of- 
your-seat format, having fronted 
Who Dares Wins and Secret 
Fortune before it, and frankly it’s 
nice to see him back. 

Nick oversees three couples 
thrashing it out in a question-and- 
answer session to see which of 
them will be the last pair standing. 
That pair will then get the chance to 
break the eponymous safe, which 
could contain up to £100,000, but 


will depend entirely upon how much 
the pair has earned throughout the 
previous rounds.

Carry on Clio with the new RS 



The new Cio Renaultsport is lighter and turbocharging has boosted torque 


By John Griffiths 


IF cars were sold on their sound 
alone, I suspect the new Clio 
Renaultsport 200 would be roaring 
out of the showroms as fast as they 
could make them. 

There can’t be many true petrolheads who 
won’t feel their pulses quicken at the unexpect¬ 
edly deep exhaust growl which follows a press 
of the start button. 

It’s a pleasing soundtrack on the road, too, 
particularly as you go down through the new 
six-speed semi-automatic gearbox, and the 
system automatic blips the throttle to match 
engine and road speed for a smoother change. 

It’s an added thrill for enthusiastic drivers 
who, let’s face it, are the sort of people likely to 
buy a 200bhp, £18,995 ‘hot’ hatchback. 

But environmentalists and neighbours don’t 
despair: from the outside the Clio RS’s twin 
exhausts won’t rattle your windows or set off 
every car alarm in the street. 

What Renault has done is to install a ‘sound 
pipe’, a sort of ship’s speaking tube, to carry the 
engine note to the cabin rather than the outside 
world. 

In the days when even hot hatchbacks and 
GTs are generally more refined and quiet, it’s a 
sort of a Proustian ‘Madeliene Moment’ of 


sound, evocative of less politically correct 
times. 

The new Renaultsport Clio 200 has dumped 
its predecessor’s normally aspirated two litre 
engine for a 1.6 litre turbo. In the process it’s 
gained more torque, more pace and more effi¬ 
ciency in terms of lower fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions. 

It also has a new twin clutch six speed trans¬ 
mission, which operates as a fully automatic or 
a very fast manual with up/down paddles 
behind the wheel. 

Its appearance comes hot on the heels of 


another 1.6 turbo, the Fiesta ST, which is 
cheaper although a little behind on outright 
power and performance. 

Clearly ths latest RS is based on the new Clio 
with a similar trendy yet practical interior, 
with the added touch of funky colour contrasts 
(the yellow test car had red piping on black 
seats and red seat belts). 

It has five doors, too, with the additional 
interior and boot space of its sibling Clio IVs 
compared to the previous generation cars. 

While maintaining the 200bhp of the previ¬ 
ous Renaultsport Clio, the new car is lighter 


and turbocharging has boosted torque to an 
impressive 240Nm, from as low as l,750rpm. 

The result is a couple of tenths off the 0 to 
62mph sprint time (now 6.7 seconds) while fuel 
consumption and emissions improve by a 
remarkable 24 per cent, to 44.6mpg and 
144g/km. 

That, of course, depends very much on how 
you drive it. 

There are three operational modes begin¬ 
ning with ‘normal’ which gives a softer throttle 
response, lighter steering and early 
gearchanges from the automatic transmission. 

Sport and Race modes progressively alter 
these settings to show more of the Renault- 
sport’s true character: a conversation from Dr 
Jekyll to Mr Hyde. 

Roadholding 

The car has all the latest race-derived elec¬ 
tronic wizardry to aid traction, roadholding 
and cornering, including oversteer and torque 
steer, once the twin demons of more powerful 
front wheel drive cars. 

It also has bigger, more powerful brakes and 
a strengthened suspension system with more 
resstance to body roll. 

The Renaultsport certainly doesn’t demon¬ 
strate any sign of torque steer, which in previ¬ 
ous generation pocket rockets could sometimes 
take you by surprise by veering sharply to the 
left under heavy acceleraton. 

It’s impossible to assess the Renaultsport’s 
full handing potential on pubic roads as most of 
the new systems such as the RS dfferental are 


race and rally-bred - so for you and I it should 
have capability to spare. But there s one 
feature of the new suspenson set-up that 
becomes obvious in the first mile and that’s the 
big improvement in ride comfort: hot hatches 
don’t have to rattle your teeth to be fun or com¬ 
petent. 

It’s a world first for Renault, the use of a 
hydraulic compression control developed for 
top class rallying in a production car. 

It sounds complicated, but it’s a secondary 
damping system which allows for less suspen¬ 
sion rebound over bumps, while also reducing 
the extreme load variations on the tyres. 

The 200 shares the standard hatchback’s 
five star safety rating, and as well has the usual 
electronc systems such as ABS, traction and 
stability controls comes wth six airbags and 
child seat fixings 

It’s equipped with electric front windows, air 
conditioning, a seven-inch touch screen multi- 
media system including SatNav and hands¬ 
free communications, cruise control, 
adjustable speed limiter, multi-function trip 
computer, alloy wheels, split/fold rear seats, 
plus electrically heated and adjustable mirrors. 

Outside, the car is distinguished by its 
unique 17-inch alloys, and a bodykit which 
includes body-coloured bumpers with an Fl- 
style blade at the front, diffuser at the rear, 
aerodynamic side skrts and a rear spoiler. 

Renault has a long history of motor sport 
success and of producing exciting ‘hot’ road 
cars and with its new 200 has taken an evolu¬ 
tionary step forward.

HENRY TO FINALISE 
RANGERS TRANSFER 


WOLVES midfielder Karl Henry looks 
set to complete his on-off move to 
QPR - and faces the prospect of 
joining up with old foe Joey Barton. 

The 30-year-old was due in west London to hold contract 
talks and undergo a medical after the clubs finally struck a 
deal late on Monday night. 

An agreement had stalled on Saturday when it is under¬ 


stood talks broke down over 
personal terms. But the 
player and clubs reconvened 
to come to an arrangement 
satisfactory to all parties. 

Providing he passed a 
medical, Henry’s seven-year 
Wolves career - making him 
the longest-serving outfield 
player - will end. 

At the heart of the discus¬ 
sions with QPR was Henry’s 
contract, and with three 
years left on his deal and a 
lucrative signing-on fee due 
on each of those three years, 
the Wolverhampton-born 
midfielder was due a sub¬ 
stantial seven-figure sum 
from Wolves and a compro¬ 
mise needed to be reached. 

Future 

It remains to be seen 
whether Henry and Barton 
will play together, with 
Barton’s Rangers future 
unclear after spending last 
season on loan at Marseille. 

Henry and Barton clashed 
when Newcastle drew 1-1 at 
Molineux in August 2010. 

Another confrontation 
came after Barton scored in 
QPR’s 3-0 win at Wolves in 
September 2011 and he 
attempted to ridicule Henry 
by calling him ‘Kelvin’ on 
Twitter. 

Henry gave Wolves largely 
sterling service after being 
signed from Stoke by Mick 
McCarthy for a bargain 
£100,000 in July 2006. 

He went on to play 272 


Wolves 


games for Wolves, placing 
him 38th on the club’s all- 
time list of appearance 
makers and he captained the 
club to the Championship 
title in 2009. 

But after struggling to 
maintain his previous form 
through the two relegation 
campaigns, new head coach 
Kenny Jackett placed Henry 
on the transfer list with 
Roger Johnson, Stephen 
Ward and Jamie O’Hara. 

Meanwhile Kenny Jackett 
mounted the case for 
Wolves’ new-look defence 
and insisted he is happy to 
plan without further sign¬ 
ings to his back line. 

Right-back Matt Doherty 
looks set to be the only sur¬ 
vivor of the defence who 
were relegated from the 
Championship. 

Full-back Sam Ricketts is 
a new arrival, Kaspars 
Gorkss and Christophe 
Berra have left and Johnson 
and Ward are transfer listed. 

Jackett said: “In terms of 
their defending and their 
distribution from the back, 
we’ll find a very good back 
four out of what is in the 
club. 

“Unless we have any 
major injuries, we have good 
cover and competition in the 
back four and some good 
selection options.”

Disappointing 

Cornfield, who has a handicap of -3, 
said: “It was pretty disappointing to 
miss out on qualifying for the Open. 
But I’m forever improving and I aim 
to get better and return next year to 
qualify, or get into the USA Open.” 

The competition in Somerset last 


month followed Cornfield’s first year 
of a golfing scholarship at the Univer¬ 
sity of South Carolina.
